F. No. 3J80I95-IPC-II.—In exercise of the 
powers conferred under Section 5 of the Foreign 
Trade (Development and Regulation) Act, 1992 
and Paragraph 16 of the Export and Import 
Policy, as amended upto 31-3-95, the Central 
Government!Director General of Foreign Trade, 
hereby makes the following amendments in Ex¬ 
port and Import Policy and the Hand Book of 
Procedures (Volume I), as amended upto 
30-4-1995. 

CHAPTER VI OF EXPORT AND IMPORT 
POLICY : 

(1) Paragraph 45 of the Export and Import 
Policy shall be substituted by the following para : 

“The Licence shall give to the licensing 
authority, an undertaking for the fulfil¬ 
ment of the export obligation. The 
details in this regard are specified in 
the Hand Book of Procedures (Vol. I). 

The licence shall also be required to execute 
with the Customs Authorities, a Bond 
supported by Bank Guarantee, as speci¬ 
fied in the Hand Book of Procedures 
“(Vol. I).” 

CHAPTER VI OF HAND BOOK OF PROCE¬ 
DURES (VOLUME I) 

(2) Paragraph 103 (i) of Hand Book of Proce¬ 
dures shall be substituted by the following para¬ 
graph : 

“103. At the time of issue of the licence, the 
acceptance of the Legal Undertaking 
given by the applicant to the licensing 
authority concerned in the form given in 
Appendix XV will be endorsed oil the 
reverse of the EPCG licence.

(3) Paragraph > 118 of Hand Book of Proce¬ 
dures shall be substituted by the following para¬ 
graph : 

“At the time of issue of the licence the 
acceptance of the legal undertaking 
given by the applicant to the licensing 
authority concerned in the form given 
in appendix XVJI will be endorsed on 
the reverse of the Advance Licence. 

In addition, before clearance of goods 
through customs, the importer shall, 
execute a bond supported by a bank 
guarntee with the customs authorities 
in the manner as may be prescribed 
by the Department of Revenue, Ministry' 
of Finance, from time to time. 

Note :— 

(a) No LUT|Bond]BG will be required 
where the specified export obligation has 
been fulfilled before making any import. 
In case of partial fulfilment of export 
obligation before effecting any imports, 
the BG|LUT may be reduced propor¬ 
tionately. In both the situations the 
declaration as required in terms of para¬ 
graph 126 (ii) shall also be given by 
the licence-holder. Such declaration will 
not be required for the licences issued 
from 01-04-1995. The licence-holder 
shall also produce documentary evidence 
(such as DEEC, shipping Bills and Bank 
Certificate of Export) about the complete 
or the partial fulfilment of the export 
obligation -to the licensing—authority 
concerned. 
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(b) In respect of a duty free licence on 
which “No BG|LUT” facility has been 
provied, the licensing authority shall 
forward the relevant DEEC (Exports) 
to the Customs authorities with whom 
the licence is registered for their record 
and further appropriate action. An 


endorsement to this effect shall also be 
made by the licensing authority on the 
DEEC (Imports) with a further stipu¬ 
lation that the same shall be surrende¬ 
red by the licence-holder to the Cus¬ 
toms Authority immediately after the 
imports are completed. 


CHAPTER VIII OF HAND BOOK. OF PROCEDURES (VOLUME I) 

(4) Paragraph 134(i) of Hand Book of Procedures shall be substituted by the following : 

“Before clearance of the first consignment of import the licensee shall execute a legal undertaking/Joint. 
Legal Undertaking, as the case may be, as per the format given in Appendix XXXIV B with the licensing authority 
in respect of Diamond Imprest Licence. For LUT/'Jt. LUT the provisions as given in table below shall be applicable.

(a) No. UJTjBondjBG will be required 
where the specified export obligation 
has been fulfilled before making any 
import. 

(b) The duration of LUT shall be the 
export obligation period plus six months. 


(c) The applicant may submit the LUT 
along with the application itself. At the 
time of issuance of Diamond Imprest. 
Licence, the LUT, if otherwise, in order 
may also be accepted and an acceptance 
may be endorsed on the back of licence.
